ARROWROOT BISCUITS. 

Ingredients. — Siz ounces arrowroot, 
four ountes margarine, one egg, two 
tablespoon/uls milk, half pound flour, and 
four ounces sugar. 

Method. — Cream the margarine and 
sugar together, add the egg (beaten), add 
the flour and arrowroot gradually with 
the milk; work into a smooth, firm 
dough, roll out, and cut with a small 
sound cutter. Place the bisewits on a 
greased and floured tin, and bake in a 
slow oven from ten to fifteen minutes. 

COFFEE BISCUITS. 

Ingredients. — Half pound flour, two 
ounces sugar, quarter pound butter or 
margarine, one egg, half teaspoonful 
baking powder, and a little milk. 

Method.—Ruh the butter into the flour 
and sugar, add the baking powder, then 
egg (beaten) and milk. Make the dough 
very smooth, roll out on a floured board, 
cut with a round cutter, and bale till a 
golden brown in a not too hot oven. 

GINGER NUTS. 
Ingredients. — Three-quarter pound 

flour, quarter ounce tartaric acid, fourteen 
ounces fine oatmeal, half ounce bi-car- 
bonate soda, half pound dripping or mar: 
garine, three- -guarter pound brown sugar, 
one and a half s treacle, one ounce 
ground ginger, half ounce mized spice. 

Method.—Miz the flour, oatmeal, soda, 
tartaric acid and spices together ; rub in 
the fat, add the sugar, and már to a 
dough with the treacle. Roll out to 
quarter inch in thickness, cut with a 
round cutter, place on greased and 
floured tins, and bake for about ten 
minutes in a moderate oven. 

LONDON BUNS. 
Ingredients.—One pound flour, quarter 
und margarine, quarter pound sugar, 

three teaspoonfuls baking powder, two 
eqgs, two ounces candied peel (chopped), 
the grated rind of half lemon, about a 
teacupful of milk. 

Method, — Miz together the dry in- 
gredients, rub in the margarine, add the 
eggs, and sufficient milk to make into a 
stiff paste. Brush with milk, and bake 
for twenty minutes in a moderate oven. 
A more strong bun may he made by 
brushing with egg and sprinkling with

“Japan’s desires for peace are not only 
sentimental. but are based upon our require- 
ments. Our best interests and best seuti- 
ments—as competent students of Eastern and 
Pacific situations must agree—are happily in 
harmony. 

“Our foreign trade is vital to ur, and we 
have no wish to impair or endanger it. On 
the contrary, one of our most important neces- 
sities is an assurance of the permanency of 
our overseas commerce and its constant de- 
velopment. The recent extenmve demon- 
stration of sympathy we received after cur ter- 
rible disaster irom your country, among the 
first and foremost, touched us deeply, and

FOUR MEN SHOT DEAD. IN

UNEMPLOYMENT. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin, —May I trespass on your space to reply 
to ‘‘ An Operator's” two queries? I am over 
thirty years in the newspaper business and, 
when first installing the machine, sent a com- 
positor to London to the Linotype Dépdt to be 
trained, bearing all travelling and upkeep ex- 
penses. The result, after a two months’ stay, 
was not satisfactory. 

Whether the Typographical Association has 
its headquarters in Manchester or Dublin is 
immaterial. If “the number of lino ma- 
chines in use in Ireland is getting greater every 
year,’ 1 submit that it should be not only the 
duty, but the desire, of the Association to see 
that the demand for a greater number of 
operators is supplied. In provincial districts 
the apprentice, in other days, might be avail- 
able for training; but to ail intents and pur- 
poses the apprentice has disappeared in the 
newspaper trade. Very few ambitious or in- 
telligent youths are willing nowadays to devote 
seven years to an occupation which can easily 
be learned in three. Therefore, unless the 
Typographical Association is prepared to rise 
to the occasion and arrange to have compe- 
tent ‘‘case-hands"’ (many of whom are idle) 
trained either in technical schools or by the 
Linotype Company, they must accept respon- 
sibility as a contributory suurce of unem- 
ployment.—Yours, etc.

SUFFERING FROM LACK OF 
MARKETS. 


Mr.. Neil Faulkner, Organising Secretary, 
Tircdnaill Association. Irish Farmers’ Union, 
has received a letter from Mr. L. C. Moriarty, 
Secretary to the Ministry of Fisheries, Dublin, 
acknowledging a résolution passed at a meet- 
ing of the farmers and ratepayers of Tir- 
conaill held at Ballybofey on the 28th 
February. 

“It is a cause for concern,” the letter 
states, ‘‘to this Ministry that so many valu- 
able motor boats, which were provided by the 
State for Donegal fishermen, were unable to 
follow the fishing during the last three months 
owing to various causes. It is not clear that 
the appointment of a commission wou'd settle 
the dhfheulties at present besetting the sí 
industry. These are mainly economic an 
partly social, and cannot be removed by in- 
quiries and commissions. 

“The resolution suggests that the Govern- 
ment is remiss in not affording the Tirconaill 
fishermen facilities to catch fish. The Ministry 

ssesses upwards of ten first-class motor 
oats and several! sail boats which are at 

resent hauled up on the beach at Mulroy 

ay. Valuable motor boats, acquired at the 
cost of thousands of pounds by the State, are 
laid up in Bunbeg Harbour and Ki’lybegs. 
It should be clear from thes: facts that it is 
not lack of facilities that has our fishing 
industry in so depressed a state. The chief 
difficulty in restoring the trade is lack of 
markets, and the Farmers’ Union throughout 
the Baorstat could do their share in

ADDRESS BY THE BISHOP OF 
DERRY. 


The Right Rev. Dr. Peacocke, Bishop of 
Derry, was the principal speaker at a public 
meeting held in the Parochial Hall, Lurgan, 
on Friday night under the auspices of the 
Church Missionary Society, There was a very 
large attendance. 

The Bishop oí Derry, ia the course of his 
address. said that during the one hundred and 
twenty-five ‘years of its existence the Church 
Missionary Society had many difficulties “to 
contend with, but it was marvellous the great 
number of Christians that had been made in 
foreign lands, There were now whole 
countries Christianised and civilised to such 
an extent that the Society had withdrawn the 
missionaries frém them. Other parts, how- 
ever—especially in China—were not so well 
off owing to the difficulties of travelling and 
other things. “Where the missions had been 
successful—in. Japan, India, .China, Sierra 
Leone, Uganda—many churches had been 
built, and were kept up by the natives. The 
work. had. been carried on well, with the 
blessing of God, during the past. twenty-five 
‘ears, but there was a great deal more to 
do yet in many foreign countries. During that 
time the Church Missionary Society had done 
the biggest work that any Society had done 
since the days of the Apostles. Its ‘very suc- 
cess had made it necessary to go on, and the 
great expansion of the work needed to be car- 
ried on in a great statesmanlike way. __ 
Speaking of Lurgan, the Bishop said that 
they never gave a bigger contribution to the 
Society than they did during the past year.

YOUNG MAN CHARGED WITH 
ATTEMPTED MURDER. 


In the Dublin Police Court on Saturday, 
before Mr. Lupton, K.C., John Wilson, 27 
years of age, of 49 Thomas street, who 
claimed to have been a captain in the National 
Army, was remanded for a week, charged 
with the attempted murder of Station 
Sergeant O'Connell, of the D.M.P. He was 
also charged with wounding the sergeant and 
with having a pistol illegally in his possessiun.
